For Hered the ſonne of Antipater, was the fiſt ftranger 
that was Gonernour ouer them, andthe two thirtieth 
yeare of his raigne was the sonne of God borne} and in'the 
two'and forticth of eanguſtus Cejar the Empeyour.. : Oljne- 
piad. 154. And after this Herod 'was Pontius 'Pilare ſet ouer 
Tudea, vnder -the Empire of Tibermr Ceſar. Before theſe, 
were men of the Hebrew Nation, Rulers there, viz. #0» 
bulis, Hivcanus and Artigonns, thirty fine yeares,and ſo aſcen-- 
ding vpward to the times'of [uds; MHacchabers, &c.  Vnder 
the gouernment then of this Ponrias Pilate, Chriſt began to 
executchis office, for which he-was ſent, wz. To airy 9 
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Goſpell both by himſelfe, and his Diſciples:and continuing 
thus to doe ,and to worke many mitacles,was ſpitcfully en. 
treated of the wicked Iewes,for the ſpace of three yeers and 
vpward,then villanouſly betrayed by one of his Diſciples ap- 
prehended, abuſed, & crucified, being full thirty three yeeres 
of age ; Hee was dead: That is, he was not onely faſtened to 
the Croſſe , to the ſhedding of ſome of his blood, where the 
Nailes entred into his hands and feete, but there gaue vp the 

Ghoſt, was after pierced to the very heart with a ſpeare, ſo 
that waters and blood caine out , and being found ccrtainely 

dead, he had not his legges broken,as theirs were, whith had 

beene crucified with him, And b«r:ed : That is, for the more 

certainty, that his ſpirit was departedout of him, he was ta- 

ken downe from the Croſle, andlaid into the graue. And this 

briefly ſhall ſuftice for the meaning.

he-ſuffered after, whilſt he was vnder age,great was the per- 


ſecution, which was raiſcd vp againſt him. . Herod the King yyyyy, 


vnderſtanding,that one was borne, who ſhould bec King of 
The Iewes,fecaring to be depoſed, called a Councell,and lear- 
ning certainly, that Bethelem was the place of his birth, firſt 
ſends cunningly by the wxfe men,whichcame out of the Eaſt 
to worſhip this new borne King, to be better aſſured of the 
houſe where he lay,pretending to come himſelfe alſo & wor- 
ſhip him.: the wiſe men hauing found outthe Babe, forbcare 


to certife the King hereof, and depart home another way ,as 


they were admonithed fromaboue, whereat hee being more 
incenſed, gaue charge forthwith to ſlay all the male children 
In Bethelem, that were two yeeres olde, and-vnder without 


ipar Ing any,inſomuch,that as ,” ſome is recorded, his owne 
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childe being nourſed there dyed alſo : whereupon one faide, 

he had rather have bin Herods bog, then Herods c<1/dr, - But the 
'Lord prouided wonderfully for the fafety of his ſonne at this 

time ,. by admoniſhing his parents Tecretly to haſten away 

beforc this bloody Maſlacre,and ſhedding of innocent blood. 

Thus the Lord of life was faine to flee:for the fafegardof his 
- life, whileſt he was yetin his ſwadling clouts. 

Moreouer, hee ſuffered by want and pouertty, wherefore 
he ſaith, The Foxes haze holes , andthe Birds bane neaſts , but the 
Sonne of /Uan hath not whereon to veſt hc bead, For this is not on- 
ly true of himafterwards, bur from his birth vpward. Hjs 
parents were ſo poore, that when hismother ſhould be deli.
